air mail. 

Afterva night's stopover the air- 
plane is to continue to Mitchel 
Field, New York, where it is ex- 
pected to land at 3 o'clock tomor- 
row afternoon. 

After almost a fortnight of un- 
certainties, Baron von Huenefeld, 
Capt. Hermann Koeh! and Maj. 
James Fitzmaurice took off this 
morning in the Ford relief plane, 
which was furnished by the New 
York World and other papers, 
from the little island which had 
been their refuge and which be- 
came their prison.

VIENNA, April 26.—The whole 
of the Balkan Peninsula, shaken 
by a series of devastating earth- 
quakes in the last week, still is 
being swept by violent tremors. 

The latest cities to fali in the 
wake of the earth's terrific move- 
ment, are the ancient city of Adri- 
anople, in European “urkey, and 
the large Bulgarian city of Varna 
on the Black Sea, while the succes- 
sive subterranean upheavals have 
completed the destruction of the 
classical Greek City of Corinth and 
several towns in Bulgaria, 

The Varna earthquake, which 
took place last night. is describea 
aS worse than that which caused 
great damage in the populous city 
of Philippopolis several days ago. 


It-was accompanied by a giant 
tidal wave which inundated the city 
and sank everything in the harbor. 

The islands of Mitylene and 
Syra in the Aegean Sea, im- 
mortalized by Byron, and places 
where the American Near East Re- 
lief is caring for 10,000 Greek and 
Armenian orphans, also were swept 
by a tornado which unroofed hun- 
dreds of houses and spread panic 
throughout the population. 

Many American nurses and relief 
workers in Corinth had a narrow 
escape in one of the shocks, as the 
temporary relief station in which 
they were aiding the injured col- 
lapsed. 

Three of the Americans, Edna 
Bassett of Los Angeles, Grace Har- 
wis of New York, and Emma Cush- 
man of Boston, gave heroic service 
in rescuing victims buried in the 
ruins caused by the tremors. 

In most of the affected areas 
torrential rains and hail storms 
are multiplying the misery of the 
shelterless and idstracted populace. 
Continuous earth tremors and cras- 
cendoes of thunder and lightnins 
are causing the superstitions 
among the peasants to believe that 
the end of the world is coming. 


British Sailors Help in Relief 
Work at Corinth, 
Ey the Associated Presa, 

ATHENS, Greece, April 26.— 
Earth shocks have been continu. 
ing in the region of Corinth, the 
most severe being felt at 10 o'clock 
last night. This tremor also was 
felt in Athens. 

Almost continual rain has ag- 
gravated the situation in Corinth. 
but British sailors from the air- 
plane carrier Lage erected 600 
large huts last night and distrib- 
uted 6000 loaves of bread. 

Every effort is being made to 
relieve those in the stricken dis- 
trict. Im one case even the gai. 
dren of an orphanage begged the 
director to reduce their meals and 
to give the sum saved to the earth- 
quake fund. The American Ulen 
Co. has subscribed 75,000 drachma 
{about $1200) and American 
Greeks now visiting in Greece gave 
100,000 drachma. 

A third of the population of Co- 
rinth has left the city, but the 
morale of those remaining ft ex- 
cellent. Villages aroind the city 
suffered severely. One vf them, 
Gerantzes, was destroyed. Yes- 
terday’s shock also caused dam- 
age at Pravi, near Kavala.

“Captain Bill’ Tells of Wright 
Brothers’ First Experiments 
at Kitty Hawk, N. C. 


By the Associated Press. 
KITTY HAWK, N. C., April 26. 


—Many brave tales are told of the 
men who keep lighthouses for 
ships that pass in the night, but 
this is the story of a lighthouse 
keeper who received two “crazy” 
visitors back in 1900, and witnessed 
the birth of aviation. 

Capt. William J. Tate mans 
the lighthouse at Coinjock. On 
May 2 his dream of many years is 
coming true. A monument will be 
unveiled at Capt. Bill's former 
home, marking the spot where the 
Wright brothers began the assem- 
Ybly of their first experimental glid- 
er, which three years latér devel- 
oped into the first motor driven 
airplane to make a flight. 

“Captain Bill” is the son of a 
shipwrecked Scotchman, but to be 
the son of a shipwrecked father 
is nothing unusual! on this frontier 
of the Atlantic. Here lies a nar- 
row strip of sand dunes, marshes 
and flats, a barrier reef of pro- 
tection to the more fertile inland. 

A Kite Flying Experiment. 

In 1900 Kitty Hawk was a fish- 
ing settlement of 300 people, iso- 
lated from the world. The only 
connection was a yessel which 
made a regular weekly trip to 
Elizabeth City. 50 miles away. 

A letter to Captain Tate’s wife, 
then postmistress, lifted Kitty 
Hawk to a place in history. Wilbur 
Wright wrote from Dayton, o., 
that ne and his brother were plan- 
ning scientific kite flying experi- 
ments during their vacation in 
September, 1900, and wanted to 
know if Kitty Hawk could meet 
their requirements. 

Kitty Hawk was highly indorsed 
by the Tates, and the Wright 
brothers arrived. They boarded 
for a while with Capt. Tate. Their 
double-decked box kite was a&s- 
sembled in the front yard, Mrs. 
Tate using her sewing machine to 
prepare the cloth for the wings 
and later helping sew {ft on the 
glider. The home is now a Meth- 
odist parsonage. 

Wore Dresses of Plane Cloth. 

The first glider would not fly, 
with the added weight of a man 
or with winds of less than 20 miles 
velocity. When the Wrights leit at 
the end of their vacation they gave 
the affair to Tate. Mrs. Tate cut 
out the cloth and when the Wrights 
came back in 1901 they found 
Lena and Irene, the Tate girls, 
wearing dresses made from the 
sateen. 

“The Wrights often were re- 
ferred to as crazy and I was soon 
listed in the same category,” Capt. 
Tate relates. “I remember once, 
someone asked Wilbur Wright if 
he actually thought he would pian 
a machine which would make a 
flight. Wright picked up a cigar 
box cover and sailed it into the 
air. 

“‘As long as that cover main- 
tains momentum it flies,” he «x- 
plained. ‘If we can give that same 
momentum to a machine, success 
will be ours.’” 

The 1901 glider was larger and 
more successful than that of 1900. 
In 1902 they made a thousand 
glides from the Kill Devil Hills 
and finally, on Dec. 17, 1903, tney 
made the first flight with a power- 
driven plane. Orville was the 
pilot on the first successful fight 

“Danged if They Ain't Fiew!” 

“T didn’t see them much during 
the assembling of the powered 
machine, but they extended me an 
invitation to see them make their 
trial flight,” Capt. Tate said. “The 
weather was flerce, but I started 
down there anyway. I got as fur 
as the postoffice, when one of the 
men from the lifesaving station 
came running, nearly out ef 
breath, yelling: |. 

“ "They've done it! They've dune 
Danged if they ain't flew!” 
“Wilbur made the second fiight, 
Orville the third and Wilbur the 
fourth and last. The maximum 
distance flown was 8562 feet, and

Law Institute Head Blames 
Law-Making Agencies for 

_ Delays and Failures of 
Justice. 


SHOULD BUILD UP 
COURAGEOUS COURTS 


Lack of Impartial Enforce- 
ment of Criminal Statutes 
‘‘Reproach to Thought- 
ful Men.” 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, April 26.-—Di- 
rect responsibility for the “delays 
and shocking miscarriages of jur- 
tice,” which he said characterize} 
American criminal laws, was laid 
at the door of Congréss and the 
state Legislatures today by George 
W. Wickersham, president of the 
American Law Institute, at the 
opening of its convention here. 
The faults are “notably lacklag 
in other English-speaking coun- 
countries,” he said. He blamed the 
law-making agencies for failure to. 
build up a cowrageous judiciary, 
“as is necessary to withstand th»s 
popular clamor of the moment and 
maintain such a vigorous and im- 
partial enforcement of the crimi- 
nal law as will make justice both 
‘sure and swift. 

“The administration of criminal 
justice in this country for some 
time past has been a matter of re- 
proach to thoughtful men. Why? 
Primarily because of the failure of 
the community at large to recog- 
nize the absolute need of a leatned, 
impartial and powerful judiciary.” 

“While associations such as ours 
are endeavoring to reform the stat- 
utory rules of procedure in crimi-, 
nal causes, some members of the 
Congress of the United States are 
at werk trying te reduce the pow- 
ers of a judge in the trial of cascs 
to the impotence of a moderator at 
a town meeting, despite the exam - 
ple furnished in many of the states 
of the sad results of a poorly paid 
judiciary. 

“It is an easy method of criti. 
cism to charge to lawyers the re- 
sponsibility for unsatisfactory con- 
ditions in the law and its applica- ° 
tion to the practical affairs of lifc,* 
he said, giving his opinion that the 
laity and not the profession were 
more to blame. 

Chiet Justice Taft felicitated the 
several hundred members of the 
bench and bar present at the 
meeting for their work toward for- 
mulating’a treatise on criminal 
law. 

The people are beginning to stir 
up the legislators to the responsi- 
bilities in making law so that it 
can be quickly and properly ad- 
ministered, he said. 

“I feel confident that as vou go 
on and make this a full code it will 
be used in many Legisiatures to 
improve the law—and we need it,” 
he declared.

position a few years ago, @ 
banner was hung bearing these 
words of Robert Koch: 

“It is possible for man to banish 
all infectious diseases {from the 
earth.” 

They are great words. How many 
people believed them? How many 
at that exposition tried to under- 
stand them? The banner fluttered 
gaily in the summer breeze for a 
time, it became drenched with the 
summer rains and torn with the 
summer winds, and the dumb 
crowd passed it by, the light of ex- 
ploitatién in their eyes. They had 
been told that a Hindu was going to 
grow a banyan tree in five minutes 
and climb up to the top of it and 
disappear. This was to happen in 
the next street. So they did not 
read the words upon the rain- 

nner. 

eae antler widely in their re- 
action to the question of heredity. 
Some are inclined to ascribe many 
of their ills and characteristics to 
inheritance; others pooh-pooh any 
such notion. Some ascribe many 
of their ills to family legacy, and 
stoutly resist the idea that others 
are so ascribable. Yet in both in- 
stances they may be wrong. 

For instance, a given individual 
may be rather proud of the idea 
that he inherited a “weak stom- 
ach.” but stubbornly convinced 
that his increasing baldness is due 
to putting water on his hair in 
youth, Yet the weak stomach 
might be due to the fact that one 
parent was a neurotic dyspeptic 


end that all through childhood a 


mental pattern of the central im- 
portance of the operation of the 
digestive tract was beaten in so 
that in times of stress or failure 
(subconsciously), or as a mode of 
occupying the Hmelight in after 
life, “My weak stomach, you know 
—VWather had a weak stomach—it 
runs in the family” is paraded 
forth: in other words, the weak 
stomach may be no more than an 
accident of contact in early life. 

Baldness, on the contrary, is, as 
a matter of the most common ob- 
servation, strictly an hereditary 
condition. (I mean common or 
sarden baldness, not alopecia area- 
ta.) Furthermore, it appears to 
be inherited only, or nearly s0, 
in the male line; that is, from 
father to son, not from father to 
daughter and not from mother to 
son, females being very resistant 
to its inroads. No one who has 
lived for any length of time, say 
to the age of 35, can have helped 
seeing one friend who begins at. 
about the age of 27 to observe 
wads of hair coming out on his 
comb. Anyone with half an eye 
can see that his father, or an un- 
cle, is as bare as Phryne on the top 
of the head. Everyone but the vic- 
tim sees the inevitable. Yet noth- 
ing seems so difficult as to con- 
vince one of them that hope is 
gone. |

matologist who tells him-.there is 
hothing to do, he begins a frantis 
round of treatments by ~ barbers, 
scalp-treatment parlors, drug store 
remedies and dandruff cures.

Note that the degeneration of the 
hair follicles on top of the head is 
laid down in the germ plasm to 
begin at a definite time in life. It 
is held off in youth and hus a 
characteristic age onset. This is 
a feature of other hereditary dis- 
eases that come on in late life, 
which makes it difficult for people 
to believe that they are inherited. 
They get a notion that if a disease 
is hereditary it should show up at 
birth. 

I said above that by baldness 1 
did not refer to alopecia areata, It 
may be well to explain what I had 
in mind. I have no doubt that 
some who read my description will 
recall those pictures in drug-store

for a baldness cure, and will use 
them for a refutation of my argu- 
ment, The pictures usually repre- 
sent a man at the date of say, 
1920 without a spear of hair on 
his head, side by side with a pic.

human -heredity breeding-experi- 
ments are taboo. Even if they 
were not, it took Maud Slye five 
generations of mice to produce 
cancer mice. Five generations 
would carry an adult living today 
pack to 1750. How many people 
know 60 per cent of all their an- 
cestors living in 1750 well enough 
to know not only what diseases 
they died of, but what diseases— 
such as asthma or eczema or wide 
incisor teeth—they carried in life?

reappearing in the grandchildren); 
why in man a color-blind father 
rarely bas color-blind children, but 
some of his nephews and male 
grandchildren through the female 
line are usually affected, the dis- 
ease appearing only in 
transmitted only through females. | 
I emphasize these things because | 
I do not wish to cause anyone un- 
necessary apprehension; and in. 
the disease which I speak of be- 
low as possibly or certainly her- 
editary it should be remembered 
that human heredity, because of 
the great confusion of intermar- 
riages, is very uncertain and that 
no individual can predict anything 
about himself. In my own case, 
for example, both of my parents 
are living over the age of 70; two 
of my grandparents died of infec- 
tioug diseases before they were old | 
enough to develop any degenera- 
tive diseases of middle or old age; 
one grandparent died at the age 
of 63 of a degenerative disease 
(angina pectoris), due to sclerosis 
of the arteries, and one died at 
56 of cancer. What is waiting 
round the corner for me? I have 
no idea. I may be hanged. But I 
have no data to do any worrying | 
on. 

In so short a volume as this 
there is no’ space to present a sum- 
mary of the knowledge which bio- 
logic science has accumulated 
about heredity. It is one of the 
most complete departments in that 
science. One or two fundamental] 
points I will make here, referring 
those who wish the experimental 
proof upon which they rest to any 
number of books, one of the sound- 
est of which is Conklin's Heredity 
and Environment (Princeton Uni- 
versity Press). 

I assume in the first place that 
everyone is familiar with the fund- 
amental biologic doctrine of the 
continuity of the germ plasm. That 
is the first law of heredity—that 
hereditary characteristics are held 
in trust in the germ cells, that 
these are not influenced by any- 
thing which happens to the soma 
or body cells. For instance, you 
can cut off the tails of mice for a 
thousand generations, but still in 
the thousand-and-first generation 
the baby mice are born with tails. 

These phenomena of the stabil- 
ity and transmissibility of congeni- 
tal somatic characters form the 
basis for the breeding of great va- 
rieties of plants and animals. The 
productions of Luther Burbank 
were evolved on this principle; the 
enormous variation in the dog 
brought about by breeders through 
thousands of years and resulting in 
the greyhound, the St. Bernard, the 
bulldog, the Mexican hairless dog, 
and the Pekinese has all been ac- 
complished on the same principle. 

But it is not only anatomical 
characters which are inherited, but 
physiological ones also. I have put 
the tip of my little finger in the 
mouth of a new-born baby, one 
second old, at least a hundred 
times. As soon as I do so, the lit- 
tle lips and tongue curl around 
my finger and it begins to suck; 
a few days later it will be sucking 
milk from its mother’s nipple: but

as it reaches the air. Why? 
order that if a blood vessel is sev- 
ered the clot will cork up the cut 
end of the vessel and prevent all 
the rest of the blood from escap- 
ing from the body. If that ability 
to coagulate were not born in the 
blood of an individual, he would 
not live long.’ Hence the coag- 
ulability of the blood is an heredi- 
tary characteristic fostered and 
formed by natural selection. There 
is in fact a disease, hemophilia, in 
which the coagulation time of the 
blood is greatly prolonged: it does 
finally coagulate, but it is after a 
long time and extensive hemor- 
rhages have occurred. Most indi- 
viduals who have it do not live long 
enough to breed; the disease is get- 
ting to be very rare.
